BLACKBURN’S ELECTION. ; 
Blackburn’s triumph over Williams and 
Carlisle in the prolonged struggle over the 
Kentucky Senatorship has a peculiar signifi- 
cance at this time. It denotes the drift of 
the Democratic in the tide of success. 
It is a striking manifestation of the spirit 
which animates the Solid South.” It is a 
new indication that the old pro-slavery Rebel. 
sentiment controls the Democracy whenever 
the conditions are favorable to its develop- 
ment, If the general elections of 1882 had 
gone against the Democrats; if their party 
were in the minority in the present Congress: 
if the odds were largely, against them in the 
approaching National campaign, then the 
party leaders would counsel caution and de- 
liberate efforts would be made to repress the 
hot-headed extremists and to deceive the 
people. Under such circumstances Black- 
burn could not have been elected, 
and it is probable that he would 
have been persuaded to _ sacrifice 
his ambition to the good of the party, and 
not even presented himself as a candidate. 
But the successes of the Democrats during the 
last two years have encouraged them to pre- 
sent a bold front and to give candid expres- 
sion to their real preferences. Popular senti- 
ment has lost all its terrors for them in the 
confidence they feel, and the Hotspurs of the 
Rebellion naturally come to the front. 

Blackburn is not the sort of a man a con- 
servative party would send to the Senate 
from any part of the country. His ability is 
of a superficial character, and confined for 
the most part to occasional outbursts of pas- 
sionate eloquence. He is almost boyish in 
the indulgence of his temper and prejudices. 
But he is a typical Southerner of the Confed- 
erate stripe. He has a chronic sheer 
for Northern men and Northern ideas. 
He entered the Confederate service with- 
out even the poor excuse of following 
his State, for Kentucky did not pass 
an ordinance of secession. But it was this 
very excess and exuberance of disloyalty 
which secured him his elevation to the United 
States Senate. He has refused to be re- 
constructed. He is che embodiment of sec- 
tionalism and Southern intolerance. Hence 
the famous services of ‘‘ Cerro-Gordo” Will- 
iams in the Mexican war counted for nothing 
against him. And even if it be admitted that 
Williams is a dull man who does his party no 
special credit in the United States Senate, 
Carlisle was available, and he is a man of 
conceded ability and National repute. But 
Carlisle had not fought in the Rebellion, and 
is regarded as a quiet, conservative citizen; 
all his statesmanlike qualities and all his dig- 
nified ambition for himself and his party 
were put aside in favor of Blackburn’s sec- 
tionalism and bravado. 

The election of Blackburn will undoubted- 
ly be extremely gratifying to the Solid South 
and to the Bourbons everywhere. It will be 
received with as much rejoicing as the Vir- 
ginia victory which was achieved by the use 
of the shotgun. But the Democrats are mis- 
taken if they think that these outcroppings 
of the enduring hatred of free institutions 
and the Union cause, of their deep-rooted 
sectionalism and prejudices, will pass un- 
noticed. The fact that the smallest prospect 
of success brings out the old Confederate 
feeling so strong is a fair indication of what 
may be expected if the entire control of the 
Government shall pass into the hands of a 
party which chooses men like Blackburn as 
its leaders. The Kentucky election is a tem- 
porary triumph for the irreconcilables, but it 
will cost the Democratic party dearly in many 
States which are necessary to its success 
next fall. 


DEFEAT OF BARER’S SHEEP. 

Nearly two months have elapsed since the 
force of Egyptian sheep under Hicks Pasha, 
which penetrated the Soudan as far as El 
Obeid, was easily defeated and annihilated 
by El Mahdi’s fanatics. A glance at the map 
printed in yesterday’s Trisune shows how 
two months of inactivity have allowed the 
Arab slavedealers’ rebellion to grow and 


flock of sheep was defeated, is nearly 200 
miles southwest of Khartoum, on the Nile, 
which is now in imminent danger, and now 
the whole of Upper Egypt as far north as a 
line drawn from Dongola to Suakin, which is 
nearly 400 miles northeast of Khartoum, is 
in a blaze of rebellion. It has gained such 
force and headway that Baker Pasha, start- 
ing out to effect a communication with Khar- 
toum and to help cover the retreat of its 
garrison, which has been ordered to evacu- 
ate, is defeated and crushed almost before he 
is out of sight of his base, and that too not 
by El Mahdi’s principal force, which is still 
to the southwest of Khartoum, six or eight 
hundred miles away, but by the tribes 
whieh have risen in revolt well up 
towards Middle Egypt. The details 
of the disaster have already appeared. 
It is the old story. Baker, like 
Hieks, found himself surrounded. Like 
Hicks, he formed a square, which was im- 
mediately crushed owing to the cowardice of 
his Egyptian troops, who flung away their 
arms and yelled for mercy at the first onset, 
just as they did at Tel-el-Kebir and again at 
El Obeid. To put these fellaheen into an 
army and march them against the Arabs was 
a needless and horrible cruelty. Twenty cent- 
uries of oppression and servitude have 
crushed out every spark of the soldier 
spirit which they ever had. Romans and 
Turks, Englishmen, Frenchmen, and their 
own rulers in suecession have stamped them 
into the very ground, have persecuted, 
whipped, fleeced, and plundered them until 
they have lost all virility. The processes of 
evolution have been reversed. They have 
been reduced from men to the most timid of 
animals. It would be just as consistent to send 
a flock of sheep to fight a pack of wolves and 
dogs as to send these poor, timid, helpless, im- 
becile fellaheen against the Arabs of the desert. 
Unquestionably the defeat of Baker Pasha 
means the loss of Khartoum and of a large 
part of Upper Egypt to the Khedive’s author- 
ity, and a still more rapid growth of the re- 
bellious spirit, for rebellion in that region 
speeds niarvelously with every new success. 
The order has been already made to evacuate 
Khartoum, but how is it to be done? A gar-

Morrison bill makes no more of a reduction 


one of the best authorities, has written a let- 
ter to the Pall Mall Gazette in which he seeks 
to solve this question. He indicates in detail 
the route which the fugitives must follow. 
Steamers and noggurs“ (open vessels of about 
thirty tons) must be utilized, and there are 
enough of them to accommodate the whole 
number, with their baggage, and as the Nile 
is extremely wide at this point they would be 
comparatively free from attack along ‘the 
banks, Floating down the Nile, some of 
them would be wrecked in the cataracts, but 
the main body of them would reach Berber. 
Beyond this navigation is impossible. If the 
natives of Berber are hostile, as has been re- 
ported, the crowd would be attacked for the 
sake of the plunder. If not, they would 
land. From this point they could not go 
west to Dongola, for they could not get the 
transportation, They could not go north to 
Korosko, as the route leads not only through 
a hostile region, but through the worst desert 
in Nubia, without a drop of water except the 
bitter wells; from which only camels can 
drink. Eastward there is a sandy, stony 
desert extending 280 miles to Suakin, and 
this route also is closed, not only by want ot 
transportation, but also because it is already 
held by hostile tribes. Supposing, there- 
fore, that the fugitives have succeed- 
ed in reaching Berber, they are still 
in a dilema from which Sir Samuel Baker 
sees no way of escape except by organizing 
an Arab army to codperate with the garrison, 
which he thinks can be done by the liberal 
use of money. Then if a sufficient number 
of camels can be had, which he thinks is 
doubtful, they might force their way 
through the desert, while Baker Pasha holds 
the hostile tribes at bay and covers their 
retreat. It will be observed that the prime 
factor in Sir Samuel Baker’s solution of the 
problem is no longer in existence. Baker 
Pasha’s force is wiped out, and he is ag much 
of a-fugitive as the Khartoum garrison, 
though he is running in a safe direction. 

Assuming that the garrison were unable to 
make the march to Suakin, Sir Samuel- 
Baker decides that they will have to occupy 
Berber, fortify their position, and hold it 
until help can reach them, He says, not 
very hopefully: 

There can be no doubt that a determined 
stand must be made at Berber, where the gar- 
rison from Khartoum will have increased the 
force already stationed in the town. Supplies 
must be collected by the steamers, and earth- 
works must be strengthened. If 5,000 Indian 
troops were immediately sent to Suakin; the 
news of their arrival, with the usual exaggera- 
tions, would exercise a wholesome effect in 
bringing over certain Arab tribes to the Gov- 
ernment, and would immensely encourage the 
troops that would be holding Berber, at which 
point there would bea garrison of about 7,000. 
With that number at Berber, and 8,000 at 
Suakin, in addition to the Arabs under Sheika 
Hussein Bey Khalifa, there would be no dif- 
ficulty in reopening and holding that desert 
route. Under those circumstances I feel cer- 
tain that the necessity for evacuating Berber 
would have disappeared. But everything de- 
pends upon the Indian troops arriving rapidly 


at Suakin, which they should have done with- 
in a fortnight of the disaster in Kordofan. If 


this strategy were resolved upon the garrison 
of Kassala could march by the Atbara River 
upon Berber, and concentrate the forces upon 
one point. 


Before Baker Pasha’s flock of sheep was 
destroyed such a policy might have contained 
some gleams of hope. It has been estimated 
that the shortest time in which Indian troops 
could arrive at Suakin would be two months. 
There is no hope from English troops, for 
England will not send them, and if she did 
hey could not live ‘and fight in those torrid 
Nubian deserts. It is more likely that the 
next news we shall hear will be of the mas- 
sacre of the Khartoum fugitives, either at 
Khartoum or Berber. Meanwhile the world 
will watch with anxiety the fate of Gordon 
Pasha, who with his little escort is travers- 
ing these inhospitable deserts swarming with 
hostile Arab tribes. He is the noblest 
Roman of them all”—an able man, and a 
courageous soldier, whose loss would be 
widely mourned. 


PARTY ASPECTS OF THE TARIFF. 

The introduction of Morrison’s bill pro- 
posing a small reduction in tariff taxation 
will undoubtedly be embarrassment to 
partisans of both parties in Congress. But 
it cannot be avoided nor postponed; the issue 
is made up, and the leaders of both parties 
must elect to take one side or the other. 

It is for the Democrats to decide, first, what 
course they will pursue. All legislation on 
tariff taxes must originate in the House, 
which the Democrats control now by 75 ma- 
jority, and which they will control by a still 
larger majority after they begin to unseat 
Republican members who were elected to 
make room for Democrats who were not 
elected. They are confronted with the Mor- 
rison bill, reported by their Chairman of 
the Ways and Means Committee as the re- 
sult of a factional struggle among themselves. 
It is for them to decide what they will do 
with it. They may accept and pass it in the 
spirit in which it has been proposed; or they 
may pursue a policy of delay which will 
bring Congress to the eve of adjournment 
without taking any action; or they may 
amend and emasculate it in such fashion that 
it will not be recognizable when passed and 
will not afford the country any substan- 
tial relief. The Democrats must choose 
between these different courses; but 
they cannot ask the Republicans to 
divide the~ responsibility with them, 
fof their majority in the House is large 
enough to enable them to do just as they 
like. They will not dare to vote down the 
Morrison bill, but they will be equally re- 
sponsible it they permit it to die from neg- 
lect. The child is theirs, and they are ac- 
countable for its nourishment and support. 
Nor can they attenuate and weaken the bill 
without incurring public censure. They are 
brought face to face with two given facts: 
(1) A surplus Government revenue of $100,- 
000,000, which not only warrants but de- 
mands a reduction in taxes; and (2) the Mor- 
rison bill, which proposes to take $35,000,000 
of taxes from the necessaries of life. If 
they permit the Morrison bill to fail, or if 
they disembowel it, they will go before the 
people next fall convicted of an unwilling- 
ness or an inability to satisfy the popular de- 
mand and make good the professions and 
promises of their party. 

If the Democrats of the House stand by 


20 per cent they will put the burden of re- 
sponsibility upon the Republicans. The bill 
will then go over to the Senate, where the Re- 
publicans have a nominal majority. Then it 
will be incumbent upon the Republicans to 
accept or reject the proposed reduction. They 
will be confronted with the same excess of 
Government revenue, the same popular de- 
mand for a reduction of taxes, and certain 
precedents set by their own party, which will 
make the issue extremely embarrassing. 
They will be constrained to admit that the
